Warning! You are about to 
receive multiple copies of the 
Build Boston program 


Every year at this time, the BSA office receives a fair 
number of calls from members and others asking why they 
received more than one copy of the Build Boston program. 
Isn't it wasteful to send multiple copies? The answer is 
probably best illustrated by reprinting a 1994 letter to the 
ChapterLetter along with the Editor's response to that 
letter. 


I suspect that other members may have experienced the 
similar situation of receiving multiple copies of the Build 
Boston program...I’m not talking of one or two extra 
copies bur, in my case, five in all were delivered in the same 
mail. Four of them were addressed to the same name, 
varying only slightly in terms of punctuation, middle 
initials, etc....1 can't believe in this age of technology that 
this problem can't be solved, or perhaps it is just another 
example of a smart technology intended to save time and 
money but working only partially and doing the exact 


opposite...

Ed. note: Your final sentence is about right. We use about 
three dozen different mailing lists each year to mail 
approximately 100,000 Build Boston programs throughout the 
country. The mailing lists are acquired from numerous sources. 
Some are on disk, some are on sticky-back labels, some are 
handwritten. We then pay a high-tech mailing house to merge 
the lists to the extent possible to eliminate duplication. 
However... the technology available, as you surmised, cannot 
mate fine distinctions such as those evident in your name(s) 
noted above. Rather, the computer reads any variation, such as 
a middle initial or a comma, as an entirely different name. 
Nonetheless, each year we are able to purge approximately 
10,000 names as duplicates. Our only further recourse is to 
hire people to sort manually the tens of thousands of labels we 
acquire. It is far less expensive to mail extra copies at bulk 
rates...and to urge you, as we urge all readers every year, to pass 
the extra copies to clients and colleagues who may not be on 
anyone's mailing list,

What is the role of Boston 
design firms in the global 
marketplace? 


Mercury in the 90s. Muggy. More news of political 
and economic turmoil from Japan, Russia and other 

hor spots. Is this really the right climate for Boston's 

architectural community to debate globalization? 


Those who attended the roundtable at the BSA on 
July 14 thought so. Arranged jointly by World 
Architectureand the BSA’s International Committee, a 
blue ribbon panel conducted a collaborative discussion 
on issues and opportunities for the Boston architectural 
community. Participants represented Boston-area 
design firms with extensive experience in the global 
marketplace, overseas pioneers and practitioners 
thinking about stepping into the arena. 


Questions included: “Is this the ‘American moment in 
international architecture?” (also raised in an 
Architectural Record editorial, July 1998)...“How can 
global architecture help create a mutually beneficial 
culture in which enduring and ingenious design 
transcends the current trend towards celebrity 
architecture?”. ..“Will foreign intervention/ integration 
in developing countries eventually lead to self- 
sufficiency on the part of the new market or to a 
continuing collaborative relationship?” 


Panel members expressed concern about nourishing 
local cultural identity in the face of rapid technological 
and social change and discussed how to respond to 
hostility perceived in some parts of the world towards 
neo-imperialism and the brutality of “American” office 
towers. Focusing on the particular qualities of the 
Boston architectural community, the group also 
highlighted expertise in such areas as education, project 
management and urban design. 


Debate was sharp, entertaining stories were told, there 
was no “show-boating” and time was up far too 
quickly. 


Fortunately, Boston's globalization debate can be 
widened at the next meeting of the BSA International 
Committee on Monday, September 21, at 6:00 pm 
(see story on p. 4).

Carl Koch FAIA 


Carl Koch FAIA died at age 86 in 
Cambridge in July; he was the husband 
of Bruni Rauschmaier Fletcher-Koch. 
Koch graduated from Harvard in 1934 
and studied architecture with Walter 
Gropius at the Graduate School of 
Design until he graduated in 1937. 
Koch was a champion of low-cost 
housing and well-known for the design 
of prefabricated homes and the 
development of the Techcrete building 
system. During WWII, Koch was a 
senior architect with the National 
Housing Agency before serving in the 
Navy. He was an avid sailor. Koch was 
the designer of one New England's 
cluster housing developments, 
Conantum in Concord. He also 
designed and developed Lewis Wharf in 
Boston. In 1995, the BSA honored 
Koch with its Award of Honor, the 
highest form of recognition the BSA can 
bestow upon an architect. A memorial 
service was held at the Constitution 
Museum in the Charlestown Navy Yard 
in August.
